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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach to mount the capacitors connected to a Tesla resonant transformer of an electron generator 
axially within the Tesla resonant transformer. The prior art also does not suggest connecting a 
pistol grip handle and a trigger to an electron irradiation device including a transformer because 
the prior art apparatus was too large to make such a handle practical. Finally, applicant's 
argument filed May 10, 2004 that Nablo does not suggest deactivating microbes inside mail by 
irradiating the mail with a pulsed electron beam of 100-1000 keV because Nablo teaches only 
that pulses of electrons in that energy range should be used to kill microbes near the surface of 
the object of irradiation, not its interior. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The General Accounting Office Report describes the two facilities contracted by the 
U.S. Postal Service to irradiate mail use electron beams having an energy of 10 MeV (see pages 
32 and 38), ten times the energy that the instant application claims is necessary to deactivate 
microbes inside the mail.
